that it wouid not comply and 


he tried to land there. 

For a country' that had played 
host so magmmïmously to our 
Vietnam war protesters, this was 
unexpectod treatinent, No reason 
was gjven. By thistimé. however. 
Huey was determmed to relurn, 
wh at ever the costs. He went as 
scheduled and was arrestéd as 
forewarned, on the charge of 
being an '"undesirable alien."' 
Alter three days in a miserable 
cell. he was released on bail, so 
he and his lawyers were able to 
make al least some plons before he 
aurrendered himself in the United 
States, 

So Huey Newton will go on 
trial.

And csm our 
nat ion welcome hack to il$ public 
tïfe nnt j who (whether acquit tad or 
forced to serve additiunal time) 
clearly has the mark of leadership 
upon him. 

My conversations with Huey. 
both in Öakkmd onc) Havana, 
persuade me that he lias much lo 
contribute lo new directions for 
our nalion and for tdl lts citizens, 
whether VV’hïle or Black. We need 
Lhe wisdom and malurity he now 
bnngs to his own self-under- 
standing anrS to the nuiion to 
which hé hos frédy chosen to 
return. 

Welcome back, Huey Whether 
sooner nr Inter, may there be long 
and fruitful collaboratie o.

A cup had comé 
to meet us from the jail on thé 
tenth-flnor, lïis face was famiJiar 

Unless we have a rundn, cops 
do not make much of an impres- 
sïon on me- they juni t-ome and 
gn. tocking rne up or letling me 
out, and Lhat és sitl there is io it. 
Rui this eop's face was too 
fnmïliar to pass oft. E tried to 
recall what kind of rundn E had 
had with him. 

When we gut on lhe elevator, 
this one had o kind of chicken 
smile on his face. "IVell. are you 
going lo gel your old suile back?" 
ho asked. "1 don’t know,” t 
answered, "bul \ ean do lime 
any place in this jail Thnt's whflt 
f did before, and 1 enn do it now, 
particularLy since I wijl probably 
be out in a few hours. "Yeah, I 
guess sof' he replied 

“You think you 1 II makc bail? 
lïow much do you think ii wil] be? 

A couple of hundréd Lhousand, 
maybe five hundred thousund?" 
The sa me nld quesiion. "l il he 
out in iwo hours," 1 said. "Wall, 
it realty helps to be rïcb + oh, 
Mewton?"

My mind was nol on lbo j 
conversation. I was stilt trying io 
place him, bul I soid.

Sudderly, [ rememberéd him. 

He had géiten prelly fut. hul he 
was the sftme policoman l had 
had a run-in with in snlitnry. One 
night du ring my trial, oboul 1:00 
a,m., this foliow canto nround tu 
luke the cotinl with a Black 


policoman. I was huif asleep. He 
opetiod my door quickly, ihen, 
startingtnclose it, he asked. "Did 
1 wake you up. you asshole? ' I 
jumped up. The door was locked, 
but I guess f wake up half the jaiJ 
shouting at him. calüng him 
cveryMting except & diild of God 
and inviüng him bark Lo open the 
door so he could show what kind 
of man he was. 

While I was veiling, the Black 
policoman with him stortbed to 
laugh as they walked down the 
hut!, I do not know w hei hér Eu? 
was bughing al me or at his 
partner. Some of thé other 
inmotes who were awako thought 
he was bughing om of despera- 


lion. The othor policoman would 
not eome back; hc* w'as much Loo 
cowardly 

The next day, when I went to 
courl, the Black cop was stïll on 
duty — hé must havé been 
pullïng twoshifu that day - and 


I asked hun lhe White cop J s 
name. Hc soid thothe ihought we 
knew each other and w r ere just 
kiddtng. [ told him lhat he knew 
very ivell I did not kid around wiih 
any of them. including himsdf 
The onïy relationship we had was 
lhat of prisoner*guard — nothing 
else.

I did not appreciale thé other 
guard s renmrka, 1 said. and 1 was 
dermitely going to bring it up in 
Court. The Black cop said that if \ 
broughi ii up in court. he would 
fee) rompeJJed to testify on my 
behaff and say thai ï was right 
and the cop was wrong He had 
not said! onything at the lime, he 
répeatéd. heCause he ihought we 
played logelher all the tinu* He 
promlsed lo teil the other cop 
about my reaction, and after I 
rerninded him that I did not piay 
with any of them . he said no more 
abouL it Ii did not come up in 
court, and 1 never leamed 
whether the Black cop would have 
testified for me. 

All this was racing ihrough my 
mind as we rode up in the 
elevator. Once off the elevator, 
w’é walked into the bullpen, the 
waitïng aren of the jail.

After I pul my* 
clothes back on. we went through 
the long bookïng and processing 
procedure.

According to this report, Camp 
Pendleton’s Klan den was organ- 
izod m 1374 hy Sergeant lïondull 
House, w ho had been a Kluns- 
man sinco his high school days in 
Indmna Klouse hegan by recruit- 
ing men in his own unit, the First 
Tank Battalion. and later enlisled 
men in thé First Marine DiVision 
and the First Force Service 
Support Group (KFSSG). 

VVhen questioned by the NIS 
team, Clouses recruïts gave 
vnrioti reascms for Lhéir KKK 
membership. Private First ClasR 
fPFC) Kenneth Boice thought the 
Marines wns a rmturnl place “to 
find nul whal the Klan was al!
